President's speech shows 
th he has approved in large 
mesure the views of Senator Cum- 
mins, Republican, Iowa, who, for 
a long time hag strongly favored 
compulsory corsolidation. It 
noted, however, that the President, 
while pointing to the benefits of 
compulsory consolidation in Great 
Britain, merely suggests legislation 
to amplify the present permissive 
provisions of the law 80 as to 
“stimulate” consolidation. That he 
is convinced that something must 
“be done to bring about consolida- 
tion is evident from his statement 
that legislation along this line 
would constitute “the longest step 
which is now feasible on the way 
to a solution of our difficult prob- 
lems bearing on transportation.” 

Senator Cummins favored com- 
pulsory consolidation of the rail- 
roads into a limited number of 
systems prescribed by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission dur- 
ing the framing of the Transporta- 
tion Act in 1920.

MADNESS REFUGE 

“Sophia Marinova went mad in 
prison. They have taken her to 
an insane asylum for prisoners.” 

That happened in April, 1923. 
Sophia Marinova—I have disguised 
her real name—was one of the 
thirty-six (mostly women) arrested 
the first day that the soviet gov- 
ernment began to vent its fury in 
of the 
Butchkavitch antireligious propa- 
ganda. Probably there was no 
honest charge against any of them, 
but they were all people who knew 
foreigners and from whom the 
Cheka hoped, by its cruel third 
degree, to obtain information. 

They took a woman who lived 
across the hall from me. She was 
an intimate friend of Karl Moore, 
the Swiss Socialist, who harbored 
Lenin. Even he could do nothing 
for her. Two weeks later she was 
still imprisoned. 

Arrests ‘succeeded arrests during 
the week following the execution of 
the Catholic prelate, and were be- 
ing carried out on a large scale 
when I left Petrograd. 

Cheka, which is now called 
„Spy — pronounced “gaypayoo”— 
is an abbreviation for Department 
of Justice. The only real change 
in administration which provides 
for alleged justice is that when 
such a thing is desirable for propa- 
gandist effect, there is a publiie 
trial. . Theoretically, everyone is 
entitled to a so-called trial.“ There

Ordinary Cheka jail cells are like 
rooms in an office building with 
windows painted translucent white. 
Sometimes thefe are a score of peo- 
Die in one of ‘them, but cases un- 
dergoing third-degree: treatment 
are quartered alone in a small 
room with a Judas-hole cut in the 
door. Through this, sometimes. 
bread and water are passed. Often 
this is opened by the torturer to 
annoy the prisoner; night and day 
the chain or lock is rattled, and 
suddenly the door is battered with 
a heavy club, and other shocks are 
given tomeep the prisoner.

FEAR Is COMPLIMENT 

Not to dread Cheka is to insult 
Communist dictators. Much is 
done to instill reverential terror in 
the popular mind. Every arrest 
helps to strengthen the power of 
stealth and secrecy. After even a 
short detention, the ÜUberated pris- 
oner is afraid to tell about it. 

Two Englishmen from our hotel 
were arrested while leaving the 
restaurant, and kept all night. Al- 
though I knew them well they 
wouldn't talk until long after- 
ward. They even kept the secret 
from intimate friends for several 
days, and when it bécame known, 
acquaintances avoided them until | 
convinced that those honest busi- 
ness men ‘wete unlikely to be re- 
arrested soon again. 

Probably the greatest point in 
the Cheka's fearsomeness is that 
it requires no excuse to arrest. One 
may say, Oh, they won't arrest 
you,” or they wouldn't take 
him,” but no one ever knows, Its 
long-coated servants. may, without 
warning or explanation, wait. on 
any one toward that wee hour in 
the morning when man's vitality is 
lowest, the hour when most peo- 
ple die.

Popular opinion seems 
to be that the passive resistance is 
breaking down, but from first-hand 
observation, I feel that it is not, 
and any antagonism from the in- 


vading army only serves to 
strengthen the determination of 
the people. This passive resistance 


as been called ‘soul fource,’ for 
it requires the highest type of 
courage to express it. 

“But anything may happen at 
any time in the Ruhr. A riot, for 
there have already been food riots 
in the Rhur, may be as disastrous 
as trying to hold a Fourth of July 
celebration in a powder magazine, 
“What is the Christian world to 
do about the condition of the 
world today? For four years the 
mills of hate ground incessantly, 
backed by the church, and today 
we are reaping what we have sown. 
Win our military programs still 
uppermost in our minds is it not 
almost an insult to God to pray for 
peace on earth and good will to 
men? Europe, I tell you, is bank- 
rupt in good will and is seething 
with hate, distrust and misery. 


| UP TO CHURCHES 

It is up to the Christian church 
of today to translate the teaching 
of Jesus Christ, not in terms of 
military force, national hatred and 
international slaughter.

The United States Supréme Court 
case will be heard in Washington, 
~ Cc. November 16. while the cage 
filed by the city of Les Angeles 
will be heard here by tho Interstate 
Commerce: Commission July 5. 
The State Railroad Commission ex- 
pects to decide once and for all 
which body has full jurisdiction in 
such a case, while the city of Los 
Angeles expects to put into its 
new case evidence of such a con- 
vineing nature that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission will be per- 
suaded to make an order requiring 
the railroads to build the proposed 
terminal. |

Could the use of this drug be confined to 
jails and courts solely to serve the ends 
of justice it d decidediy fill a very 
essential public need. A drug to compel 
a suspect in a police station or a gonad

present.

LOCAL PORT 


s 
Business of Harbor for 
Three Years Past Shows 
Amazing Increase 


Indication of the growth of Los 
Angeles Harbor is contained in the 
tabulation of shipping figures 
which have been made public by 
the Harbor Commission. Ship- 
ments have been increasing pro- 

vely as is shown by the re- 
cords for the last three Januarys. 
In 1921, shipments from the har- 
bor aggregated 306,539 tons: 
1922 © total was 531,208 and in 
1923 it has increased to 1,615,294 
tons. An increase in the value of 
the tonnage is also shown by the 
recapitulation for January whic 
shows that cargoes handled in — 
month were valued at $49,425,746 
compared with $16,110,416, two 
years before. 

One of the striking. increases is 
illustrated by comparison of 
the number of ships visiting dur- 
ing January 1922, with that of the 
same month of this year. This year 
66 vessels came in as compared 
with 306 in the same month 1922. 
The number of vessels ng 
through-the channels of the port 
has increased s0 much that it hae 
become necessarv to seek a wider 
entrance. * * work is being spon- 
sored by the trade extension de- 
partment of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Inbound coastwise commerce 
handled through Port Los Angeles 
in January aggregated 208,075 tons 
of which 171,611 tons represented 
lumber shipments. Coast to coast 
shipments received weighed 95,- 
203 tons and that sent out made 
up 236,244. 

Total shipments handled for the 
month were valued at $49,425,746. 
Forty countries sent products to the 
city during the months while only 
2 * were represented in January

Even such work as 
John was to do and which he 
did with such perfect fidelity gave 
John no superior claim to praise. 

John died for the truth. He 
angered a woman when he re- 
fused to overlook her sin and died 
a victim of her wrath. — 

But what difference does it make 
how one dies? Life is short at 
best and the agonies of death are 
not long drawn. out.’ The con- 


sciousness of duty done is suf- 


ficient recompense. 


A RECIPE FOR HAPPINESS. 
The worshipper of the god of 
ease eats and drinks and dies end 


is not to be envied; he is not as 


happy as the Christian who has 
honest work for his hands, useful 
employment for his mind and 
tasks that satisfy his heart. 

Cari Hilly, a Swiss writer, gives 
this recipe for happiness—it is 
the one that the Christian fol- 
jows. Joy comes, not to those who 
seek it, but to those whe follow 
the path of duty. 

And now for the moral. These 
Bible themes that we study to- 
gether are not merely for 
learning of history, although that 
would justify the time employed;

According to C. B. Raitt, super- 
intendent of the Playground Com- 
mission, the High Sierra Recrea- 
tion Camp is one of the mést beau- 
tiful nature spots in the world. In- 
dians once camped upon the site 
of the playground, their presence 
haying n traced by arrowheads 
and other relics of aboriginal life. 
During the late fall and winter 
months, when a blanket of snow 
from twenty to thirty feet thick 
covers the mountains and fills the 
canyons, a peculiar microscopic or- 
ganism is present a few inches un- 
der the surface of the snow. When 
trod upon by the feet of men or 
“horses these animalculae leave a 
crimson stain upon the white 
snow, a phenomenon which many 
times led travelers to believe that 
their mounts’ hoofs were bleeding. 

Mr. Raitt states that campers 
need have no fear of snakes, for 
they are not known to exist in the 
high Sierras. Nor are those other 
out-of-door inconveniences, poison 
oak and poison ivy, ever found 
above the 5000-foot level, he said. 
The air is light. clean and invigo- 
rating,” the playground commis- 
sioner stated, “but it is not rare- 
ed to such an extent as to prove 
uncomfortable to people unaccus- 
tomed to Jiving in high altitudes."

The new Slerran playground 
camp has an enthusiastic booster 
in J. W. Bledsoe, a veteran Call- 
fornian, lover of the outdoors, and 
incidentally official photographer 
tor the Department of Public Serv- 
ice of Los Angeles. Mr. Bledsoe has 
spent more than forty years of his 
life in the Sierra Nevada country. 
He camped on the site of the pres- 
ent municipal camp in 1876 and 
witnessed the blossoming into life 
of the old Mammoth mine in 1879. 
The now abandoned gold. mine 
once supported 2000 people, he 
said, and a thriving little city once 
bustled on the slopes of the ore- 
laden mountain, which is but a 
short distance from the city play- 
ground site. 

The, Playground Commission has 
planned 4 series of six and 
thirteen-day outings which will be- 
gin July 1 and run through the 
summer until the last week of 
September. Registration for the 
first outing leaving Los Angeles 
July 1, has been closed. The camp 
accommodates fifty people at pres- 
ent, but extensions of camp facili- 
ties are being planned and quar- 
ters for twice this number will un- 
doubtedly be available before the 
end of the season. 

The High Sierra Recreation 
Camp is the third municipal 
mountain playground established 
by the Board of Playground Com- 
missioners of this city. It will be 
in charge of J. D. Kellogg, a mem- 
ber of the Sierra Club, and a man 
well adapted for the position be- 
cause of his long familiarity with 
‘the High Sierra country

ing the camp site one may find | 


cabins with wooden floors and 
sidewalls. Each cabin contains 
chairs, cupboards, mirror and 
table. A stove will be provided in 
each cabin in the event that the 
weather becomes uncomfortably 
cold. The furnishes sanitary 
iron beds with thick, comfortable 
mattresses and sheets and pillows. 
Campers should bring with them 
at least one warm double blanket, 
as the thermometer makes a con- 
siderable drop between sunset and 
dawn. 

Thirteen days of outdoor 
may be spent at High Sierra Rec- 
reation Camp for the sum of 
$26.50, according to an announce- 
ment made by the Playground 
Commission. This rate applies to 
adults, the charge for children 
being approximately 50 per cent 
less. A six-day outing in camp 
costs $13 for adults. These figures 
cover every expense, with the ex- 
ception of transportation. Whole- 
some, well-cooked food, bathing 
facilities, side trips, nature study 
trips, camp games, fishing, and a 
wide range of other features are 
included in the accommodation 
charge.

We 
paid a tax for the baby being born 
in Berlin and peid a tax for regis- 
tering it. We had to prove the 
Parents were American and that 
the grandparents were the same 
with a tax added to all papers 
and affidavits made.

The children in the poorest section 
are all fat and well fed and “well 
clothed and all have toys and lots 
ot them for Christmas. 5 
“When we were in Berlin thers 
were thirty-six theaters and four 
opera houses; not to mention the 
cabarets and dance places, also 
vaudeville and variety shows. It 
did not look like starvatiun or 
want when it was necessary to 
stand in line for an hour or more 
‘at one of the big department 
stores to obtain tickets for one of 
these shows and then you could 
get your tickets only by apply- 
ing for them several days in ad- 
vance. Besides the above, there 
were concerts of every description 
going on at all times. a 
“All these places were filled to 
capacity with standing room at 4 
premium and the audiences were 
not all foreigners, either, for it 
was a very safe estimate that 
three-forths were Germans.

Hits Careless Car Owners;

Advocating the passage of laws 
providing punishment of parents 
who do not look to the moral wel- 
fare of their daughters, declaring 
that drivers who leave their autos 
unlocked should be fined and favor- 
ing a law against the indiscrim- 
inate selling of firearms, Justice 
Forbes, in an address at the City 
Club yesterday; told his audience 
that the chief blame for the in- 
crease in crime in Los Angeles 
rests primarily upon the heads of 
the majority of the citizens. 

‘In the last few years thirty- 
five men have been brought before 
me charged with the statutory of- 
fense against young girls,” said 
Judge Forbes. In every case I 
found that the parents of the vic- 
tims had allowed their girls to go 
to dances and parties unescorted, 
having no idea where the girls 
went or when they would return. 
The. statutory offense should not 
be bailable, any more than mur- 
der. and probation should never 
doe granted, but another law should 
be passed providing for the severe 
punishment of the parents of such

PRODUCERS 
WIN IN FILM 
TAX RULING 


stead of Men Who Make 
Motion Pictures

Collector Goodcell is in re- 
ceipt of a ruling by Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Blair, in fa- 
vor of the motion-picture produc- 
ers in a far-reaching phase of film 
taxation. 

The question at issue was 
whether a company which pro- 
duces films and leases them to a 
so-called distributing company, is 


subject to tax, the distributing com- 
pany having leased the film to ex- 
hibitors and paid the tax. 

It is held that a dealer in terri- 
torial rights, or a distributor who 
receives the right himself to ex- 
hibit a film, as well as the broader 
right to lease or license others to 
exhibit it. is required to pay tlie 
5 per cent tax as owner of the 
film, whenever he exhibits it for 
profit. 

The Commissioner says that any 
interpretation which would result 
in unjust discrimination, as would 
the imposition of multiple tax, 
thus placing a greater burden upon 
the small producers who have not 
the advantages enjoyed by the ler- 


product, would seem to 
neous and foreign 
intent.

Pioneer Wells F argo Man Here Was 
Pony Express Rider; But Few 
of His Buddies Left 


; Of the eighty or more pony express riders who rode the 
long trail from St. Joseph, Mo., to Sacramento, but three, pos- 


sibly four, are now living, according to inquiries recently made 


by the Native Sons of the Golden West and other organizations, 
in co-operation with the Pony Express Celebration organization. 

They are William Pridham, remembered by many here as 
long superintendent of the Los Angeles division of Wells Fargo 


& Co., who now lives in Alameda; ‘John Seebeck, also of Ala- 


meda. and a man named Smith, residing in Connecticut.

fornia, has been reported to the San Francisco offices of the 


Earle Snell, 


Living with the memories of the 
stirring days of the old West, Mr. 
Pridham is passing the remain- 
ing years of his eventful life at 
821 Paru street, Alameda. Mr. 
Pridham is 86 years of age, and up 
to a short time ago was strong 
and vigorous, taking an active in- 
terest in the events of the world. 
Recently he has been in poor 
health and under a doctor's care. 
He has a host of friends and de- 
lights to talk * the on pony 
express days. 

Born in New York City in 1837. 
he came to California in the early 
fifties by way of the Isthmus of 
Panama. He first lived in Stock- 
ton, where he worked for an uncle, 
but was soon attacked by the gold 
fever, and for more than a year 
he worked a claim on the Bear 
River above Auburn. 


where, in 1858, he entered the 
employ of the Wells-Fargo com- 
pany as a messenger. At that 
time the city was the center of 
almost a hundred stage lines run- 
ning into the mountains, where 
the gold camps were located. 

For a time his work was carry- 
ing great sums of gold from Sac- 
ramento to San Francisco on the 
steamers which ran between the 
two places. On one occasion, he 
says, he had more than $1,000,000 
in gold dust in his safe. 

He was a Pony Express rider for 
a year, his route being between 
Austin, Nev., and Smith Creek, a 
distance of sixty miles. The route 
was traveled once every day of the 
year. 

EVERY TEN MILES 

Horses were changed every ten 
miles, and the road was over a 
rough and wild country, at times 
infested with Indians. A record 
run was made in six hours. 

The riders often had trouble with 


When fully equipped, the line 
comprised 190 stations, about 450 
horses, 400 station men and assis- 
tants and eighty riders. Though 
always called the Pony Express the 
mounts used ranged from tough

THREE ETCHERS SHOW 
THEIR BEST PRINTS 


Etchings by Ernest D. Roth and 
Donald Shaw Maclaughian are 
being shown at the Cannell & Chaf- g 
un galleries in conjunction with a 
series of etchings done in the old. 
Plaza of Los Angeles by Arthur! 
Millier, the well-known California | 
etcher, who has charge of the Can- | 
nell & Chaffin print room. 

Roth's etchings cover a period of 
vears from 1906 up to the present 
time, and were done for the most 
Part in the countries of Southern 
|Furope culminating in the magnif- | 
‘icent achievement of his Spanish 
It has been aptly said of) 
Roth that he is “original 

being Dizatre; correct 
without being reminiscent.” This 
expression is quite justified. 

His plates are sufficiently dis- 
tinctive, so that one does not have 
to inquire who did them, and suf- 
ficiently sane, so that one does not 
have to ask what they represent. 
Roth has no tricks. He never 
seeks to startle us with “color.” To 
him etching strictly a line 
medium, and he has gradually re- 
fined his perception of expressive 
outline to the point where he can 
draw such beautiful plates as To- 
ledo—Puente de Alcantara” with- 
out resorting to a single passage of 
tone except where the presence of 
shadows demands black lines to 
make the forms comprehensible. 

He never attempts to “paint” 
his plates, but sticks to the special 
province of his medium. ite 
the absence of local color, his 
prints are full of eunlight, and 
| have decorative qualities which 
make them peculiarly satisfying 
etchings to hang on walls. Some 
etchings belong only in the port- 
‘folio, but this is not true of Roth's 
work. Their size and flathess al- 
low them to take their place in any 
acheme of decoration without 
danger of jumping out.” No oth- 
er etcher has produced a Spanish 
series comparable with that of 
Roth. He has done beautiful 
things of Florence, Venice, and his 
Assisi, glimpsed through slender 
trunks of poplars, is one of the 
most decorative prints I have ever 
seen. 
brought years of experience, and 
in each one of them one feels that | 
Roth has achieved a distinct mas- 
,tery over his medium. Spanish 
landscape has a notable affinity 
with Southern California, The same 
warm clear sunlight, the same yel- !

Donald Shaw MacLaughlan 
one’ of our most Laugtlan, 
American etchers.

Story of Death Valley 
- BISHOP, June 18.—[To the Ed- 
itor of The Times:] 80 little is 
generally known of the history of 
‘the. outlying western regions that 
it is particularly regrettable that 
such a mass of inaccuracies as 
those contained in “The Tragedies 
of Death Valle,“ contributed to 
your issue of June 3 by J. A. Dela- 
meter should be passed on to 
further confuse the seeker after 
facts. To quote and correct: 

“The Eagle Borax Company be- 
gan operations in 1872, twenty- 
four miles south of Furnace 
Creek.” Borax was not known in 
Death Valley until 1880. It was 
mined at Columbus and at Teel's 
Marsh, in Western Nevada, dur- 
ing the early 70s. What part borax 
investments had in the Bank of 
California failure and the suicide 
of . C. (not A.“) Ralston is 
not material, except that it had no 
connection wtih a Death Valley 
venture, then nonexistent. See 
“Death Valley and other Borax 
Deserts of the Pacific Coast, by 
John R. Spears, 1892. This book is 
a condensed history of borax min- 
ing by a trained observer who vis- 
ited the valley. Spear gives 1883 
as the first vear of borax manu- 
facture in that region. 

“Senator Jones failed at Pana- 
mint. Panamint is across a high 
mountain range from Death Valley. 

Your contributor has the valley 

named in 1856 by Mormons. Its 
great ‘tragedy occurred in 1849, 
and the sufferers were from mid-.

The first attempt to contro! chila 
labor through Federal legislation 
was in 1906. In the Sixty-seventh 
Congress, adjourned in January of 
this year, twenty-three different 
child-labor bills were introduced 
and considered. The first and sec- 
ond Federal child-labor laws have 
both been held unconstitutional by 
the United States Supreme Court. 
In all the forty-eight States, ac- 
cording to the Congressional Digest, 
the labor laws come up to-the Fed- 
eral law requirements in some par- 
ticulars and surpass them in most. 
Only in Delaware, Georgia, Maine, 
Maryland, Michigan, Mississippi, 
Nevada, Texas, Utah, Virginia and 
Wyoming is there no night work 
prohibition: or where guch a pro- 
hibition exists it does not extend 
up to 16 years of age. 

The General Federation at At- 
lanta passed a less involved and a 
more workable resolution stating 
that the federation “reaffirms its 
belief in the value to the children 
of a law establishing a Federal 
minimum of protection and favors 
a Child-Labor Amendment to the 
Constitution and authorizes Con- 
grees to pass such a law.” This is. 
of course, with the hope that such 
an amendment may be framed as 
will be constitutional, For this the 
federation during the coming year 
will put its emphasis of work and 
influence, according to the presi- 
dent, Mrs. Thomas G. Winter.

This act has been changed 
at the last session of the State 
Legislature and is now known as 
the Burnett Housing Bill or Sen- 
ate Bill No. 29. The provisions 
of this act are now being observed 
though it will not be in effect le- 
gally for several weeks. 

Q.: Will I be protected in every 
way when I “build my home if I 
require a bond of my contractor? 
What will the bond cost me, the 
total cost of house and lot being 
$38007 Does it coet more to build 
with stucco or frame siding and 
what are the advantages of each?

Placentia Fullerton to 
Cain Improvements 
Buildings and Equipment to 
Cost $300,000 


Shipments This Season Will 
Show Great Gain 


ANAHEIM, June 23. — Starting 
in a small plant only a few years 
ago, the Placentia Orange Grow- 
ers’ Association has grown to be 
the largest single association of 


the kind affiliated with the Call- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange 
and today its directors are plan 
ning new buildings and the insta! 
lation of new equipment at an 
approximate cost vf $300,000. At 


the annual meeting of the assocla- 
tion, which is one of the bie events 


of the year, when members and 
their families gather at the ban- 
quet table, the assodiation voted! 
to equip the two packing-houses 
with precooling plants. 

Negotiations were opened imme- 
diately, with the result 
ground was broken both in Pla- 
centia and Fullerton this week 
— the buildings. The equipment 
for the precooling plant has al- 
ready been contracted for and 
will be ready to install immedi- 
ately upon completion of the 
buildings. Each precooling plant 
will have a capacity of thirty-six 
earloads of fruit, making the two 
plants an immense advantage to 
the association because it will be 
possible to keep the fruit in stor- 
age if the market should be glut- 
ted or if there should be a short- 
age of cars, 

The membership of the associa- 


tion is 261, representing 4167 
acres of oran « large part of 
which are Valencias. The crop is 
handled at two large packing- 


houses, one at Fullerton and one 
at Placentia. Last year this as- 
sociation shipped approximately 
1150 carloads of oranges and this 
year, due ‘to the new acreage add- 
ed and the large crop in sight, it 


is expected that 1350 carloads of 


‘oranges will be shipped. 

‘The association takes great 
pride in the quality of fruit han- 
died. This was emphasized from 
the fact that the association was 
aWarded the grand sweepstake 
prise at the third annual Califor- 
nia Valencia Orange Show in Ana- 
heim.

Fee Pes Cont Higher Intercondal

An increase in intercoastal steamship rates of approximately 25 
per cent, effective August 1, with a cesulting increase in the cost of 
steel, plumbing supplies, furniture and many other materials, was an- 
nounced yesterday by F. P. Gregson, manager of the manufacturers’ 


and jobbers’ traffic burean. 


CONGESTION IS FEARED 
“™The-question of paramount in- 
terest in Los Angeles is, will the 
ralls be able to handle this in- 
creased traffic? At the present 
time, the depots here are“congested 


with freight’ and it is doubtful 
whether they will be able to take 
care of any more tonnage without 
serious difficulties. 

The present water rates have 
been declared by steamship com- 
panies to be abnormally low and 
productive of small profits, if any. 
The 25 per cent increase, steamship 
officials declare, will bring the 
rates to a fair average.” 

It is stated by Mr. Gregson that 
proposed increase in water 
rates wil] have a marked effect 
upon the efforts of railroads to 
have lower coast-to-coast rates 
made effective.

When 
Cuban sugar industries crashed, 
when every sugar-producing coun- 
try in the world felt the shock of 
the tremendous slump in 1920-21, 
Hawali weathered the crisis. Not 
a single plantation or agency went 
under. he prudent financing for 
years previously pulled them 
across. Dividends were suspended, 
operating, costs cut to the bone, 
drastic economies enforced, and 
stockholders took their losses, but 
the industries survived, and a num- 
ber of dividends have been re- 
sumed, with a fairly good outlook 
for the entire territory.

This view 
given in a statement issued by 
the Hawaiian Trust Company of 
Honolulu, one of the leading finan- 
cial institutions of the territory 
and one which is closely allied with 
the sugar industry. Thie state- 
ment, just issued, says in part: 


MARKET DECLINE - 
“Our market has been declining 


steadily day by day for the past 
week or more. Prices on the Sth 
inst reached levels lower than 
those prevailing for some little 
time.” | 
The above may be accounted for 
in several ways. The decided 
stand taken by the government 
against the trading in futures, to- 
‘gether with the attending uncer- 
tainty regarding available supplies, 


too, the fact that rumors have 
been prevalent on the reet for 
some little time tha lifornia 
Hawalian, together with other re- 
fineries, have on hand large stocks 
of refined which they are unable 
to dispose of, is certainly another 
factor and a very important one. 
Because of the uncertainty in the 
situation, late advices indicate that 
there has been a general tendency 
on the part of wholesalers and re- 
tailers and the public in general 
to hold off in the purchase of re- 
fined, so that if there should be a 
material decline in the price of 
this commodity, they will be able 
to take advantage of it. The above 
is true of European buyers as well 
as those of our country. 


SEASON DEDAYED 
This hand to mouth policy has 
resulted in greatly diminishing 
stocks in the hands of the above- 


mentioned and increasing those in 


the hands of refiners. This in 
turn has lessened the demand on 
the part of refiners for raws, re- 
sulting ina slight drop in the 
price. The canning season in the 
States, however, has suffered con- 
siderable delay, due to the recent 
cold weather, and when this starts 
in there cannot help but be a 
greatly increased demand for re- 
fined. As a matter of fact, latest 
telegraphic advices indicate that 
the demand for refined is already 
setting in, and this, together with 
the usual fairly heavy summer de- 
mand should not take long to ab- 
sorb all present stocks of refined. 


| Indications are, also, that Europe 


is taking a keen interest in the 
sugar situation in our country and 
it seems apparent that their buy- 


jing will be renewed. 


The ‘policy of our government 
regarding the sugar situation is be- 
ing severely criticised, as it is held 
responsible, to a great extent, for 
this hand to mouth policy of buy- 
ing of refined, which, it is pre- 
dicted, may result in prices con- 
siderably above present day levels. 


CUBA CROP SHORT 
That the Cuban crop is about 
$00,000 tons short of what it was 
last year, and that on January ist 
of this year there was a decrease of 
1,200,000 tons of stocks in Cuba, as 
compared with those of January 
1, 1922. The best sugar crop of 
the United States is estimated as 
being 300,000 tons short, as com- 
with last year’s crop, result- 
ing in a total shortage, in countries 
from which we normally draw our 
sugar supply, of 1,800,000 tons, as 
compared with last year. An esti- 
mated increase of about 600,000 
tons in European production is 
shown. 
It is interesting to note, that 
Cuban Centrals operating a little 
over a week ago were estimated 
at fifteen, as against fifty-one in 
1922, 139 in 1921, and sixty-six in 
1920, which is very helpful in de- 
termining the progress that Cuba 
iis making in getting off its crop. 
| The latest estimate of the Cuban 
crop is approximately 3,700,000 
tons, and it has been stated that 
the crop would have beén at least 
100,000 tons less, had not the pres- 
ent prices made it worth while for 
the cutting of inferior and imma- 
ture cane.

LEATHER IMPORTS N 
MARCH SHOW INCREASE 


GOVERNMENT FIGURES INDI- 


CATE GAIN OVER PRE- 
VIOUS MONTH 


Total imports of leather inte the 
United States during March were 
valued at $1,470,554, an increase 
of $261,614 over February, and also 
the largest value of imports of 
leather since May, 1920, when they 
amounted to $1,761,635, according 
to figures of the Hide and Leath- 
er Division of the Department of 
Commerce. 

Great Britain was still the main 
origin of supply of sole leather, the 
imports from this country amount- 
ing to 358,405 pounds, valued at 
$175,005. Great Britain also 
ranked first as the main source of 
supply of upper leather. 
was our principal source of sup- 
ply of patent leather. 

Total imports of hides and skins 
during March amounted to 31. 
418,153 pounds, valued at $11,433,- 
929, vegistering an increase over 
February (9,714,582) but a de- 
cline over January. 

March imports of cattle hides 
and kip skins show considerable 
decrease. The imports of calf- 
skins registered a very slight 
decline, but on the whole was 
favorable with imports for Feb- 
ruary. Horse hides, goat and 
sheepskins and buffalo hides dis- 
played increase over the preced- 
ing month. Imports of buffalo 
and kKangaroes and wallaby skins 
registered an increase.

number of units comprising its 
merchant marine, while as regards 
the amount of its tonnage, it was 
a good last, being inferior to such 
a country as Rumania, with its 
limited extent of coast line. 

No Mexican, of any education, 
unaware of the insignificance o 
his country as a naval power, and 
for years th 
conscious of it. 
ism as laudable in its ideals ag it 
has been hopeless in its proposed 
methods of realization, they have 
tried to créate both a good mer- 
chant service and a real navy. In 
the year 18898, at the time of the 
Spanish-American War, the sub- 
ject of the formation of a Mexican 
navy was feverishly taken up, and 
it was geriously considered that 
most of the money necessary could 
be obtained from the proceeds of 
bull fights. 


PROPAGANDA FLOWS 

Plenty of propaganda to this et- 
fect was made by means of the 
press, until it was pointed out that, 
even after a series of such enter- 
tainments with packed houses, 
there would not de sufficient 
money to buy more than a few.

EFFICIENCY CHARGES 


Charges are made from time to 
time that private railway manage- 
ment is not obtaining the efficiency 
it should in conducting the rail- 
roads, statements being put forth 
that large sums would be saved 
through the institution of imprac- 
ticable and unsound policies, an 
estimate made recently by an as- 
sociation of security owners and 
also made many years ago by an 
advocate of rate reductions before 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion being an annual sum averag- 
ing $1,000,000 a day. 

This sum, while large, is a mere 
bagatelle compared with what the 
railways have been able to accom- 
plish through the economies they 
have practiced. For example: The 
lifting of the traffic units per train 
mile from 168.82 in 1890 to 488.93 
in 1920 has been responsible for 
saving the movement of 2,349,235.- 
000 train miles in the year 1920, 
the value of which, computed at 
the average cost per train mile of 
that year, amounted to 16.742. 
$04,000, or $18,200,000 for each 
day of the year. Truly, these sta- 
tistics show how the 8 na ve 
carried on. 


PROUD OF ROADS 


The people of the United States, 
as well as the owners of the rail- 
ways, have reason to be proud of 
their railway system and of the 
results obtained. No other coun- 
try in the world in proportion to 
Population has such abundant or 
cheap rail transportation as the 
United States. The railways have 
certainly met their obligations in 
the past quite as well as could 
have been expected despite repres- 
sive legislation and a rate of re- 
turn on their investment most dis- 
couraging the owners of the 
property desirous of improving 
their plant to secure its utmost 
eMiciency and to provide facilities | 
to meet any demands. 

According to statistics of the 
Interstate Commerce 
covering a period of thirty-two 
years, from 1891 to 1922, the only 

year in which the ratio of operat-

war year of 1916. In twenty-one

In this chart the commission re- 
ed as exceptional the traffic 
of the war period commencing in 
1916 and continuing until 1921. 
The equipment provided by the 
railways has been considerably in 
excess of that required to move 
normal business as estimated by 
the commission, with the single 
exception . of 1922, when the car- 
riers’ ability to function was seri- 
ously curtailed by the shopmen’s 
strike, preventing the restoration 
to service of the accumulation of 
bad-order cars resulting from Fed- 
eral control and by the effect on 
traffic of the coal strike. 


CAPACITY OF CARS 


In 1902 the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for the first time re- 
corded ‘the aggregate tonnage- 
a capacity of freight cars, 
the to then being 43,391,000. In 
1915 the railways had increased the 
aggregate car capacity to 92,946. 
000, or 114 per cent. Meanwhile, 
the volume of freight traffic had 
increased only 76 per cent, hence, 
before the war the railroads haa 
been adding to their car facilities 
more genero than the gain in 
traffic justifi therefore they 
were able to move without sub- 
stantial additions to equipment, 
but aided, of course, by greater 
intensive use, a war business 
nearly 60 per cent greater than 
the normal traffic previously 
handled.

tem. Yet with the fall in business 
in 1921 the return on investment 
in railways was only 3 per cent, or 
half that promised under the 
Transportation Act, anu in 1922, 
with greater traffic, but with sub- 
stantial reduction in rates in the 
last half of the year, the roads 
earned about 4 per cent on their 


very substantial additions to their 
plant. The equipment orders for 
1922 exceeded those of any year 
since 1912 as to freight cars; of 
any year since 1916 as to passen- 
ger equipment, and of any year 
since 1918 as to locomotives.

The popularity of Buick cars in 
California is indicated in figures 
compiled by F. 8. Howard, gen- 
eral manager of the Howard Auto- 
mobile Company. which show that 
of the estimated output of 1835,- 
000 Buicks this year the Golden 
State will require one-fourteenth 
of that amount to satisfy the de- 
mand. 

Since the 1928 model was intro- 
duced last August over 10,500 cars 
have already been sold in Califor- 
nia alone. This is nearly twice 
the number of cars produced by 
the Buick factory in the four-year 
period of 1903-07. 


FAR AHEAD 


While tn May volume of sales 
in the State fell off slightly from 
the peak of April it was far ahead 
of the same period one year ago, 
approximately 500 more cars be- 
or K in the State than in May. 
1922. 

According to statistics gleaned 

from Motor Registration News, 
Buick showed an 80 per cent in- 
creare in volume of sales from 
May. 1922. to May, 1923, leading 
all other six-cylinder cars in the 
medium-price 
gin in California. 
‘igures received by Mr. How- 
ard from the main plant of the 
Buick Motor Company at Flint. 
Mich., show that Buick reached a 
new high mark in the month of 
May in the building of more than 
19.500 automobiles. 

The greatest Buick production 
prior to September, 1922, was 13,- 
200. In September, 1922. produc- 
tion exceeded 15.000. This was 
made to look comparatively small 
the very next month when over 
17,000 cars were built. 


DAY RECORD BROKEN 


Average output for the follow- 
ing six months ran approximately 
16,700 automobiles per month, the 
top, previous to May. having been 
reached in April, with more than 
19,000 cars. In this same month 
of April the record day’s produc- 
tion of Bucks was achieved, 962 
being turned out on April 17. 
With May eclipsing all previous 
production accomplishments, June 
already has seen another Buick 
record smashed, according to in- 
formation from the factory. Ship- 
ments on June 6, aggregating 366 
carloads containing 1237 automo- 
bile, went out. The best previous 
was on December 26, 
1922, when 1226 automobiles left 
the Buick plants. Since January, 
there have been separate shipments

It is sometimes desirable 
to turn off the ignition switch; this 
further cools the engine and adds 
to the braking power. 

(5.) In going down steep hills 
or when descending ordinary hills 
with a heavy load, put the gears 
in intermediate or low speed at the 
top of the hill and leave the clutch 
engaged. Shut off the gasoline 
throttle. 

(6.) In ordinary driving, do not 
use the brakes oftener than neces- 
sary; regulate the speed of the car 
as much as possible by use of the 
throttle. If the car is equipped 
with a foot throttle use it in prefer- 
ence to the hand throttle. This 
leaves the hands freer to operate 
the gears and the steering wheel. 

(7.) In making an emergency. 
stop, leave the clutch engaged, ap- 
ply the foot brake, ahd pull the 
hand brake; but do not “lock the 
wheels.”

Question: Can you explain to me 


the meaning of cycle, as applied 


of cylinders? What is the sequence 
ofan engine? How is the sequence 


found? A Constant Reader, Oxford. 
Answer: The term cycle, as ap- 
plied to the gas engine, means the 
series of operations that the en- 
gine goes through to bring all parts 
back to the same relative position 
that they were in at the beginning. 
There are four operations, which 
are constantly repeated, in regular 
order, so long as the engine is in 
operation. The first of these oper- 
ations is the intake stroke during 
which the air and gasoline mix- 
ture is drawn into the cylinder; 
the second is the compression 
stroke, during which the mixture 
is compressed in the combustion 
chamber; the third strike is the 
working strpke during which the 
piston is pushed violently outward 
by the burning of the air and gaso- 
line mixture in the cylinder; the 
fourth stroke is the exhaust stroke 
during which the burned gases are 
expelled trom the cylinder. These 
four strokes or operations make up 
what is known as the four-stroke 
cycle, or in the vernacular of the 
man, the four cycle. 
o comprehend the work being 
done in each cylinder of the — 
mobile engine, one may com t 
to a gun. Imagine an fashion 
gun, muzzle loader, and you can 
sée that a gas engine works, in 
its cycle, much the same. In the 
old gun the powder is poured 
down the barrel, the intake stroke; 
then the bullet ts rammed down 
on top of it, the compression 
stroke; then the cap is snapped 
which sets the powder on fire and 
the burning powder pushes the 
bullet forcibly from the gun, the 
w stroke; the fourth o 
tion is the swabbing out of the 
gun barrel and the gun is now to 
be loaded and fired again. For each 
shot there are four ons, the 
same as in the gas-engine cylinder. 
If two or four men were shooting 
guns and while one was putting 
in powder, another was ramming 
another firing and the fourth swab- 
bing, and they kept this up in- 
definitely, you would have the 
same action that is going on in a 
four-cylinder engine.

But recent events seem to prove that this 
section will soon be a center of new agri- 
cultural activity. Lake Hodges, created by 
» masterly and beautifal multiple-arch dam, 
flowed over from the 1922 rains: the Hen- 
show dam, for the making of the second 
largest artificial lake in California, is about 
completed; the Sutherland reservoir on the 


acres, 


Santa Ysabel river is soon to be construct- 


ed. The significance of these water pro- 
jeets is large. They mean that the 80,000 
acres are to be irrigated and that a new 
orange kingdom is finding the light. 

The sudden spurt to development upon a 
large scale has come about naturally 
through the operation of such outside forces 
ws increasing demand, wider markets 
1.08 Angeles Harbor. the trespass- 
ing of oil, manufacturing and home building 
in older citrus districts and the ever in- 
ereasing influx*of population. 

So far as soil and climate are concerned. 
eitriculture has claimed the region for its 
own since the dawn of the industry in Cali. 
fornia. The cate hy descriptive “Sunkissed” 
is said to have Originated in 1888 in Escon 
cido Valley. The town newspaper later al- 
tered the spelling to the popularized trade 
form “Sunkist.” In 1900 lemons from the 
Wohlford ranch brought back to Escondido 
Valley the gold medal from the Buffalo Ex 
position. So this strong potentiality. has 
simply been awaiting the push from with 
out, substantiated by capital and water. 

Development began about 1886, when the 
Lund & Town Company acquired an exten 
sive tract, laid out the town of Escondido. 
erected buildings and opened land for sot 
tlhement. Grapes and citrus fruits were at 
ence planted. Growth proceeded in a slow 
but solid manner. Now there is a central 
ropulation of about 5000. The people en 
rage in all manner of agriculture, from the 


most extensive to the most intensive 
About 1500 acres are in citrus and 4500 in 
xrapes, while deciduous fruits, walnuts 


vegetables and berries are; raised to a lim 
ited extent. Dairying is practiced in the 
lowlinds, and poultry raising has been 
specialized into a considerable business. 

The irregular form of the country causes 
slight variation in the crop Adaptation: 
Fold upon fold of rounded hills. inter- 
spersed with valleys and platenus of many 
shapes and sizes, range from TW seacoast 
m gradual steps to the mountains. Escon 
ido, 14 air miles inland, has an elevation

As a rule, the open valleys, passes and 
fats are to be classed as non-citrus, that is.

A stock issue of $150.10 
has been made and absorbed for the selling 
of the new water and the enlarging of th: 
flume and reservoir. 

The irrigated lands in Escondido Valles 
will be increased by the new water supply. 
from 2000 avres to 7500 acres, or probally 
hy 1926, to 10,000 acres, It is believed that 
nearly all of the new acreage will be 
planted to citrus fruits. 

By an agreement between the Henshaw 
interests and the Escondido Water Con. 
pany, all of the water from the dam will be 
distributed from Escondido Lake, the use 
of the Escondido flume and reservoir. cost 
ing $10,000 annual rental. 

Valley Center, eight miles northeust of 
Escondido, wil] receive water for the irrigen 
tion of 2000 acres. To San Marcos, Ruena 
and Vista, to the west. water for 12.000 to 
16,000 acres will be delivered. The lands «of 
the Bernardo Ranch. four miles south of bs 
condido will probably take the rest. 

The Henshaw dam will account for 35.000 
of the 86,000 acres in the Escondido Val. 
ley. Already Lake Hodges is in process of 
supplying irrigation to 20.000 acres further 
south. The Sutherland reservoir will cover 
an additional 12.000 acres in the territory 
southeast of Excondidea and above Lake 
Hedges. 

The three reservoirs will bring tn a total 
of about 67.000 acres, This, with the acre. 
age already irrigated by pumping plants 
and? acequias from the lower courses of the 
rivers, where seepage causes more flow. will 
Very nearly spread: orchards, gardens and 
farms over the entire tillable ares 
These new water projects and their sub 
requent utilization will mean a large in- 
crease of population, as the land with the 
freatly enlarged irrigation facilities. will 
support a fair number of producers than it 
under the present. conditions, The 
future of the district. under the regime of. ‘ 
the orange, seems indeed rosy, for it is ap 
parent that in time, this “hidden. Aingdom” 
will take its place among other great eitrus 
sections of the Southwest.

which the average jreeder is not well in- 
formed. Nor is his beok-keepine such a* 
to afford relinble data on which to vase a 
conclusion. As such matters usually zo 
among poultrymen, no allowance is made 
for their own time and labor; often over- 
head expenses are not carefully considered, 
the basis of computation being cost of feeds 


|: GOES without saying that the study of 


und fixed charges against receipts: the 
difference being accepted as profit. In pre- 
war times it was an axiom that profits 


should be not less than $1 per laying hen; 
since those happy days the purchasing 
power of the dollar has been much reduced 
some economists putting it as low as 35 
cents, others at 50 cents. It the latter fig- 
ure is allowed, the net return per laying 
hen in these piping times of 
world courts should be somewhat about 
2. If we figure cost of feed, selling fix- 
tures (cases, fillers, etc.) and the owners’ 
labor and overhead, we doubt if many 
plants can show a trial balance yielding 
such a result. The problem is not only 
elastic, but local conditions are so variable 
that one breeder's showing does not neces- 
sarily provide reliable data for another to 
work on. A record covering, say, 10,000 
layers over a series of two or threc years 
would furnish something in the way of re- 
liable average costs, as well as average 
profits; if extended to five years, it would 
be all the more reliable. The results of. 
one year may reveal negative conditions, 
such as weak markets. high cost of feed, - 
„te., or a breeder may have a streak of bad 
luck by disease getting into his flocks, 
which would render valueless his records 
of costs and receipts for that year. Possi-. 
bly, the co-operative organizations are do- 
ing research work along these lines; if so, 
their findings will be read with interest. 

In the January bulletin on “Hints to Poul- 


trymen,“ issued by the New Jersey Experi- 


ment Station, there is a report of this na- 
ture covering the management of over 
20.000 birds for one year, which is not 
covered, though enough is revealed to en- 
able a rather aecurate study of the prob- 


lem. The 20,000 hens under review were 
owhed by thirty-four farmers, who ren- 
dered a neport each month for the year. 


Naturally, the number of birds fluctuated. 
some, being greatest in November, Decem- 
ber, January and February, and diminishing 
us summer approached by reason of cull- 
ing and a natural “cut down" as high lay-. 
ing ceased. It is indeed interesting to learn 
that the average performance was 142.1 
„as per bird, which for the number under 
review was quite good. The harvest of 
hen fruit by months, based on a single hen 
performance, was as follows: 

November, 4.7 eggs; December, 7.7 egzs: 
January, 9.1 eggs; February, 11.2 eggs: 
March, 15.4 eggs; April, 16.3 eges: May. 
17.1 eggs: June, 15.4 eggs; July, 15 eggs; 
August, 14.3 eggs; September, 10.6 eggs; 
October, 5.3 

Feed being the one big item of expense, 
we are naturally interested in that item 
According to our New Jersey au- 
thority, the per capita consumption was 
76.7 pounds of grain and mash, which cost 
the poultry farms under consideration 
31.467 per bird. according to prevailing 
prices in 1921-22. in addition to feed, their 
owners reported all incidental outgo, such 
as cartons, supplies, express, freight, hired 
Inbor tother than their own) and all cash 
expenses of operating toverhead,) which 
averaged for all the birds under considera- 
tion 20.8 per capita, making the cost $1.98 
per bird. Broadly stated. the mainte- 
nance per bird cost these breeders for the 
year under consideration $2. Add to this 
a reasonable percentage for depreciation 
in buildings and appliances; taxes and in- 
surance, and the time and labor of their 
owners, and you have a fair basis for es- 
timating costs of production. Now no two 
would be alike in all of these considera- 
tions, hence any figures, even.though hy- 
pothetical, would be of little service. .Pos- 
sibly we can take a chance by saying that 
the cost of feed represents one-half of the 
total cost and all other expenses, including 
the owner's salary, represents the other 
half; the resultant balance in that case 
would represent the net profits per hen. 

Again referring tu our New Jersey balle- - 
tin, we learn that the prices of hen fruit 


during the’ period under consideration were 


unusually satisfactory, the 142.1 eggs per 


~~ bird production selling for $6.02, leaving to 


their Owners $4.01 per bird above feed cost 
and petty expense, but not their owner's 
time and labor We presume that the cost 
of feed for the same period in California 
might be a little higher, and certainly the 


price of eggs would be a trifle lower, as the 


New York market usually stands high. 
especially for quality product, which these 
Jersey farmers undoubtedly supplied.

BRAWLEY “TRAINEE” PLAN PROVES 


REAL INCENTIVE TO VETERANS 


BY D. J. WHITNEY 


HANK GOD, we have found a place 
where ex-service men are being re- 
habilitated,” was the telegram sent 
to Washington, D. C., by the personal repre- 
sentatives pf the Veterans’ Bureau when 
they reach Brawley in Imperial Valley, 
on their first inspection tour one year. after 
the beginning of the Brawley project. 

The Brawley project is the newest plan 
in the rehabilitation of ex-soldiers and is 
acknowledged the government as a 
successful meth It is the outgrowth of 
the late McDevitt project, which was ‘also 
started in the Imperial Valley. The Me- 


Devitt project was based upon the enthus- 
iasm of a citizen who had lived in the Im- 
perial Valley and knew of its possibilities, 
but who was unable to successfully carry 
out his schemes. 

Immediately after the World War plans 


were being di * on the best methods 
to rehabilitate t men who had been 
wounded or * th had been so im- 
paired that they couldnot return to their 
former occupations, and Thomas W. Mc- 
Devitt of Los Angeles made a suggestion 
which seemed worthy of trial. This was 
known as the McDevitt project. Under con- 
tract, several large bodies of land were pur- 
chased in the Imperial Valley and the Salt 
River Valley in Arizona. Upon these — 
housed in small community

families. Community dining-rooms, reading- 
rooms, shower baths and so on were built 
and everything was fixed for the comfort of 
the men and their families.

L CENT RO—Cantaloupes are moving 
out of the Imperial Valley at the rate 
of several hundred cars per day. The 


crop is of fine quality and good prices are 
being received by the growers. The early 
express shipments brought $15 to $20 per 
-crate in the eastern markets. The pre- 
vailing prices during the early part of the 
season were, in New York, standards $10 


ponies $7 and flats $3.50. On June 14, 

standards were bringing $4.25 to $4.50 in 

New ‘York and $3.75 to $4 in Chicago. A

The consensus of opinion of those who 
are in close touch with the cantaloupe sit- 
uation is that this year’s crop, both as to 
yield and quality, is the best ever gfown 
here. Although the 1922 crop was @ 
record-breaker, with 31,000 acres planted, 
and this year’s acreage is 5000 acres less, 
it is predicted that carload shipments will 
equal last season’s record of 12,000 cars, on 
account of the abundant yield. 

Growers and shippers say there are few 
culls this year, and that nearly all the 
melons are being packed in standard |. 
crates. Under the strict inspection rules 
now being enforced, nothing but the high- 
est grade stock, thoroughly matured, will 
be sent out. Heretofore, prom 
shipping of immature melons has been a 
detriment to the

cultural Commissioner Harrigan and his 
deputies are doing their utmost to keep 
up the standard of the cantaloupes sent 
out this year. 

The season has been unusually fa vor- 
able. The winter was not severe enough to 
do any harm to the crop. Altho severe 
windstorms were experienced g the 
early spring and recently, the vines were 

ot damaged. The season is some\ten days 
earlier than last year. The ret ripe 
melon was picked April 24 and small ex- 
press shipments commenced soon there 
after. Carload lots began to go forward 
the first week in May. 


The continued cool weather 155 retarded 
ripening, to the disappointment of those 
who have been anxious to reach the early 
market. Some growers, however, consider 
the cool weather has been beneficial. The 
melons mature slowly, but grow larger. 
The result is a better grade of fruit which 
stands up well in transit, is better flavored, 
and consequently brings a higher price in 


the market. However, all realize the ad- 


vantage of getting the early crop mar- 
keted before the late planting matures.

— of “reefers” had been brought to 
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r allowance- by the government to cover per 
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sonal expenses and the government was 
also to furnish all necessary tools and 
teams. All the money derived from the 
farms was to go to pay for the land, which 
would then be divided according to the 
number of credit hours accrued to each 
man. 

The project started off with flying col- 
ors early in 1921, but, like all similar 
schemes before it, soon went to pieces. In 
the first place, if a man felt badly and did 
not wish to work, the others would com- 
piain that he was “soldiering,” or loafing on 
the job, and would soon make life interest- 
ing for him. If a man really became ill, 
many of his friends would soon become 
sympathetically affected. Again, 
wanted to see the pieces of land they were 
to get and as the land had not been paid 
for and divided, no one could tell what 
pieces of land would be allowed to a par- 
ticular man. Some among the men spread 
discontent and soon had things in a tur- 
moil. Then some of the wives became dis- 
satisfied and made trouble. By the sum- 
mer of 1921, things had got in such a taa- 
gled mess that an investigation was start 
ed. The project was declared unsound. 
The ex-service men were ordered out of the 
valleys.

THEY WANTED TO STAY 
At this tii. there were about 200 ex- 
service men in the Imperial Valley, but all 
left except about fifty, who, believing that 
the valley was a good place for them, 
begged that they be allowed 
Patriotic citizens began asking 
method could not be devised to allow these 
men to remain. Suggestions were called 
for and meetings held in El Centro, attend- 
ed by the representatives of the American 
Legion, commercial clubs, banks, high 
schools, and also representative business 
men and farmers. 
At one of these meetings, W. L. Garrett, 
president of the Brawley Commercial Club 
and cashier of the First National Bank of 
Brawley, offered the financial support of the 


bank and the co-operation of the Brawley 


Commercial Club. George R. Momyer, prin- 
cipal of Brawley Union High School, 
promised to furnish adequate instruction. 
John F. Andrews, manager of the Tama 
rack Ranch, offered a plan whereby Col. 
Seely W. Mudd, owner of the Tamarack 
Rand would sell farms to the men on easy 
terms. All these facts were collected and 
discussed and a plan was finally submitted 
and approved by Maj. Grant of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau whereby the ex-service men 
who so desired would be allowed to remain 
and under which instruction in agriculture 
would be carried to them upon their own 
farms by the Brawley Union High School. 
Soon these men who “stuck” were located 
terms and long time payments. W. J. Low- 
ther, secretary of No. 5 water company and 
manager of the U. 8.

The men themselves 
scouted around and found many small 
farms they could purchase on easy 
upon their own little-farms and, under the 
able management of Robert P. Shields of

From New York came Charles A. Smith, 
an expert in poultry. The men were also 
very fortunate in securing the services of 
Francis Heiny, a Brawley horticulturist of 
wide reputation. 

“These ex-service men and others who 
came later were termed “trainees” because 
they were under training. The terms under 
which they purchased land were known as 
traimee terms and the instruction service 
Was térmed trainee service. These terms 

are still applied and are now standdrd in 
ine Veterans’ Bureau. The total amount of 
land owned by the trainees is about four- 
teen hundred acres, valued at from es, 
to $350,000, 


THE “TRAINEE” FARMS 


This acreage includes: Field crops, 140 
acrés; alfalfa, 300 acres; grapes, 264 acres}!

A HEN HOUSE FOR 
THE ORCHARD FLOCK:

Fruit and poultry may be grown on the 
game land at the same time by running 
chickens in the orchard. Hens need some 
shade and some sunshine and the orchard 
provides both. 

Fruit trees are benefited by the drop- 
pings of poultry and the fruit crop is larger 


because of the added fertilizer. 


Insects that injure the trees, or the fruit, 
or both, are picked up by the fowls so the 
crop is benefited in this way. So far as 
known there is no objection to the plan ex- 
cept that possibly there may be more work 
in keeping the hens diligently filling the 
egg crates. It seems as though the hens 
like their surroundings and try to enjoy 
life the same as small boys in a city park 
on a holiday. 

There may be another drawback when

From the _ trainees 
they have learned the values of small farms, 
well tilled and well fertilized. “ They have 
also learned that the white man can farm 
as well as the oriental, that he can, in 
fact, beat the orienta] farmer at his own 
game. 

The Brawley project has been so success- 
ful that similar projects are being carried 
on all over the United States, and foreign 
countries have sent representatives to 
Brawley to study at first hand the methods 
employed. The universities have at last 
accepted this method of rehabilitation of 
the ex-service men under the extension 
service. The success of the Brawley project 
is due mainly to the efforts of the trainees 
themselves, spurred on by the pride of own- 
ership. The success of the Brawley project 
has proven to the world that ex-service men 
will work if given the proper incentive — 
that they can be rehabilitated 
by placing them upon desirable pieces ot 
land in esta**'*-d farming communities 
guided by the proper instruction. The time 
required for success depends upon the type 
of farming, type and condition of the soil, 
the trainee himself and the community 
into which he is placed.

While R. C. Powell and J. C. Kingston of 
the Prune and Apricot Growers’ Association 
and Mark Grimes, president of the Van 
Nuys Farm Center, indicated in their talks 
that the outlook for the ‘cot crop for thes 
coming year was anything but encouraging, 
they pointed out that success to a degree 
might be attained by drying. 

It was declared, after reports of the crop 
condition and the probable market were con- 
sidered, that at least 75 per cent of the crop 
would have to be dried, if marketed at all. 
The heavy carry-over by the canneré of low. 
grade fruit, it was stated, is such that they 
will not accept any fruit over fourteen to the 
pound, and then only in limited quantities. 

Some few growers, it was stated at the 
meeting, are consigning their fruit to the 
canneries to be packed and paid for on t 
basis of the return for the canned prod ' 
but the large majority are fighting shy of 
the consignment proposition, although it 
appeared to some as a way out. The danger 
in selling on consignment was pointed out 
by the speakers as a condition in which 
‘grief could easily result to the grower 


ners, sales that of production cost to them 
but no return, would guarantee a return 
necessarily, to the grower. 


Quality was emphasized by each of the 
three as a vital consideration in marketing. 
The speakers stressed the inadvisability of 
attempting to handle apricots that weighed 
less than sixteen to the ‘pound. The de 
mand for quality fruit has become estab- 
lished as much in the dried®fruit market as 
in the green or canned market, and the 
cost of handling the undersized fruit, it was 
pointed out, would be in excess of any price 
that could be secured for it. 

In the computation of costs, prepared by 
the Farm Bureau and exhibited on charts, 
was included as an item, the cost of pick- 
ing. Picking, it was declared was essen- 
tial, the deciduous experts holding that 
shaking the fruit from the trees would mean 
ruination to the owner of the orchard, even 
where the ground under the trees is soft or 
where canvas is used. The damage, it was 
pointed out, results not so much in the 
bruising of fruit thus shaken from the tree 
as in the shaking off of green fruit that 
would not dry uniformly and which »* culd, 
if exhibited with quality fruit, condemn tie 
entire shipment to an inferior price. These 
pickings of the trees suffice to dry the crop, 
the speakers said, although the are more

Official standards for grades ‘of wool for 
the United States have been approved by 
the Secretary of Agriculture to become ef- 
fective July 1, 1923, under authority in the 
United States Warehouse Act. The stand- 
ards provide for seven grades of wool as 
follows: fine: one-half blood; three-cighths 
blood; one-fourth blood; low one-fourth 
blood; common, and raid. For the purpos 
es of grading, it is provided that wool in the 
fleece shall be designated by the grade of 
the largest portion of the fiber of the fleece.

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DAY PROVES 
— AND INSTRUCTIVE} 


HE value of test plots, carefully laid 

I out, in demonstrating the faults and 

virtues of certain cultural practices, 
crop strains and plant foods was ably 
shown on the A. J. Mueller mace, at Van 
Nuys, on occasion of the fourth annual 
field day of the potato growers’ depart- 
ment of the Los Angeles County Farm Bu- 
reau, co-operating with the Agricultural 
Extension Service, held June 14. Mr. Muel- 
ler's efforts¢in caring for the plots, as well 
as the appearance of his whole planting, 
show that he is not only a good fafmer, 
but a progressive and loyal member of an 
Organization through which a great many 
problems of the Los Angeles county potato 
growers will be solved. 

The morning Session of the field day 
was held at the Van Nuys Woman's Club- 
house, presided over by L. D. Holmes, as- 
sistant Los Angeles County Farm Adviser, 
in the absence of H. L. Boyer, chairman 
of the potato growers’ department. Mr. 
Holmes, whose conscientious work with the 
potato men during the past few years has 
been of great benefit to them, introduced 
Dr. J. T. Rosa of the division of truck 
crops, University of California, who gave a 
brief but instructive talk on the problems 
“of California potato growers in contrast 
with those of eastern growers. Dr. Rosa, 
with Dr. H. A. Jones, became associated 
with the university last fall, and since then 
they have been conducting many experi- 
ments with potatoes. 

After lunch, the growers met at the Muel- 
ler place,

The 
growers discussed the possibilities of the 
varieties for planting here-and Dr. Rosa 
told of the conditions under which these 
varieties are grown in other States. He 
stated that from the results so far ob- 
served the Irish Cobbler may be a suitable 
variety for early planting, the Green Moun- 
tain for middle season crops and the 
Netted Gem a possibility for planting to 
mature in the fall. The White Rose strains 
varied in yield and quality. 


During the inspection of the variety and 
strain test plots, Dr. Rosa pointed out and 
explained several diseases of the potato 
which cut down the yields here. Chief 
among these is the mosaic disease, which, 
in its advanced stages, is known as curly 
dwarf. The mosaic is easily spread from 
one plant to another, usually by the flea 
beetle and other insect pests. It can be 
partially controlled by rogueing out the in-

The prices to be paid for picking and 
working in the fruit had not been deter- 
mined at the time this was written, al- 
though the general opinion was that prices 
would not differ much from last year’s, 
which were as follows: Picking apricots, 
per fifty-pound box, 10 cents; picking 
peaches, per fifty-pound box, 5 cents; pick- 
ing fruit by the day, per hour, 35 to 40 
cents; cutting apricots, 48 cents per hun- 
dred; cutting freestone peaches, 18 cents 
per hundred; cutting cling peaches, 30 cents 
per hundred. 


The report from the California Canning 
Peach Growers fixing the price of peaches 
at less than last year’s figure comes as a 
distinct disappointment to peach growers in 
Southern California. C. G. Hamilton, secre- 
tary and manager of the Southern California 
organization, points out that the reduction 
in fruit prices in the north was made in the 
face of increasing costs in other lines. It is 
generally agreed that the present crop is 
one of the lightest in years.

Lurga was „% place where guests were 
always welcome, where bailes and bar 
bhacoas were given and where folks were 
felivhted to gather from far and near. 
Nearly a century before that the herds and 
locks of the Dons and of the Padres of the 
Vontura Mission had grazed its broad acres, 
tended by Indians. Its hills furnished ven- 
ison, and its streams fish for hungry men. 
Kit Carson and Fremont in their day rode 
the slopes of the ranch in their march 
toward the north. 
Men have lived fur generations on this 
cld Rancho Largo, as it has for brevity’s 
coke been called, and men have died there, 
quickly and with benefit 
clergy, Tor some of the old-time gatherings 
were far from peaceful. Murietta and Joa- 
gui and other early day outlaws found 
refuge in its rougher higner mountains, and 
it Was om this ranch that Club Foot, the griz 
aly, wu four-footed outlaw with a wide repu- 
tution for killing men and stock and evad- 
ing traps, met his end. Part, of the ranch 
was of old known as Canon Largo v Verde 
ito the American, “Long Green Canyon”) 
hecause there the feed was always sure. 


F. vears age the Rancho La Canada 


California has always had its years of 
drouth and “sure” ranches meant not only 
live cattle, but nourished and capable 


horses in dry times. The importance of the 
latter in a day when all ‘California rode 
horseback, could not be over-estimated. 
This old ranch for generations has had a 
reputation for carrying “more cattle to the 
„re then the average holding, and for car- 
rving them with greater safety. 

Within seventy miles of Los Angeles and 
half a dozen miles from the growing city 
of Ventura, the Rancho La Canada Larzga 
lies in the mountains and looks upon the 
seu. Five thousand of the more than ten 
thousand acres of the older ranch (and that 
ten thousand was whittled down from 


i Ed Canet, to whose pioneer father it 
had come down in transactions, the reg 
ords of which belong to other days of Cafi- 
tornia’s history. The present lady of the 
rancho is a member of the old Sentous 
family. 

The little valleys of the present Canet 
holding are planted today to apricots and 
walhuts, and in the fruit season, several 
hundred persons are always employed in 
picking and drying “cots.”

There were Of course others to urge, to 
counsel, to legislate,.to support, but the 
initiative was solely his—a solemn duty, 
not, he thought, to be undertaken in pas- 
sion or even in strong patriotie excitement, 
but as a nation’s deliberate final choice 
between right and wrong—a decision to be 
made soberly, prayerfully, in the fear of 
God and of no man. 

A lover of peace, seeing clearly the infi- 
nite folly of war, and knowing the moral 
and economic evils that follow in its frain, 
he yet became the convinced and active 
leader of a great nation in conflict. Over 
twenty million men were enrolled under his 
command and the products of many thou- 
sands of factories were placed at his dis- 
posal. It was a minor item in a long list 
that one hundred million dollars were al- 
lotted to him to spend at his discretion. 
New organization, new methods, new mech- 
anisms for oom. ‘sprang into * at his 
word. 


In time of war he prepared for peace. 
During the rush and roar of the strife he 
foresaw the end, and sought how to embody 
the high ideals of America in a form that 
would make them useful to mankind. In 
the midst of conflict with the armed foe, le 
purposed, if possible, to mold into fruitful 


ditions and self-interest of those who were 
his associates in the struggle. In the double 
effort he had also to contend with misun- 
derstanding at home. The forces under him 
overcame the foe in the field. Thereafter in 
council his ideals were hesitatingly accept- 
ed by reluctant associates.. In his own land 
27 his antagonists triumphed for a season. 
Dnemies at home and abroad could force 
the sacrifice of his physical vigor, but his 
ideals were unharmed, and now arise in re- 
newed strength. When one recalls the 
„ . venom with which Washington aud Lincoln 
were alike assailed, he may smile at the 
detractors of Woodrow Wilson. He strove 
to do right as God gave him to see the 
right, and awaits the final decision with a

1 have often seen the President's table 
piled high with papers—not all of them im- 
portant—that required his signature. His 
round of callers would bring distraction to 
an industrial leader. There is sound rea- 
son for the President's personal physician 
being near at hand, for the task is such that 
daily watchfulness must be used to keep 
the physical and mental powers at highest 
pitch. 

Presidents gf course do not complain, but 
carry their load cheerfully, yet. if the 
try once visualized the hard labor the 
ident has daily to-perform a change would 
be made.

Vice-President minor executive tasks which 


would relieve the overburdened Chief Ex- 
cutive and make the subordinate office of 
greater practical service than it is.

Former President Wilson Took His Work 
With Great Seriousness 


oe CALLING upon the President on offi- 
cial business, ore was always sure of a 
quiet, thoughtful. bearing. His grasp was 

quick, his questions direct, and his spirit 
kindly. Such meetings were hot formal, but 
friendly. Sometimes we met in the execu- 
tive office, sometimes in one of the White 
House parlors, occasionally in the upstairs 


study. On one such occasion we were sit- 
ting in the executive office, whose southern 
side has several large windows looking out 
on the ‘ite House grounds. Twenty min- 
utes had been reserved for me, but our 
business was dispatched in half that time 
and we continued in friendly talk for a little 
while. I do not recall che business that 
brought us together that day or the general 
tenor of our conversation, but in the course 
of it President Wilson said: 

“Sometimes as I sit here, I feel as if the 
whole *‘~erican people were in the 
window.” In a moment he added, “I hope 
they know I am trying to do the work well.“ 
Before the administration was a week 
"old I went to him to discuss the subject, of 
appointments in the steamboat inspection

for changes. I told him that, as the steam- 
boat inspectors were charged with the duty 
of safeguarding the lives of passengers, 
that service should be kept strictly on a 
merit basis and that mo removals or ap- 
pointments should be made in it for any 
political reason. He cordially approved and 
that rule prevailed. 


President and Mrs. Wilson Climb 
Through a Window 


O FAR as his heavy cares permitted, 
President Wilson showed keen inter- 
est in the progress and development of de- 
partment work of every kind. During the 
war an inventor produced an all-metal air- 
plane of which he expected great things. It 
was sent to the Bureau of Standards for 
examination. The President was asked to 
see it, and gladly consented, but the only 
time available was on a Sunday. Accompa- 
nied by Mrs. Wilson, we went out to the 
Bureau of Standards, only to find that the 
custodian had misunderstood his orders and 
we were locked out. A hasty search found 
an unfastened window, and this served as 
a sufficient entrance for the President and 
his wife. I have always enjoyed the recol- 
lection of the President of the United 
States and the First Lady of the land 
climbing in through a half-opened window 
rather than fail to carry out the purpose of 
their visit. 


Before the war demands for scientific re- 


search on behalf of the government in its

Standards. These demands had been so in- 
creased by the war that the service was in 
danger of being swamped. The problem 
was to get adequate buildings and equip-

There was no 
time to submit estimates to the Appropria- 
tions Committee of one or both houses of 
Congress and to wait the slow process of 
legislation. That method involved risk of 
disaster. The director of the Bureau of 
Standards and myself were returning to 
Washington on a train which took all day 
for the journey. We talked about an indus- 
trial laboratory in which pressing war prob- 


the speed that was required. 


We concluded that the only way to move 
the matter quickly was to ask the President 


from the amount placed at his discretionary 
use by Congress for war purposes. This 
settled, we discussed particulars. Start- 
ing with an assumed figure of $300,000, we 
found, after a little reflection, that this was 
inadequate. Our figure rose to $500,000, to 
$700,000, and even this was not enough. By 
the time we reached Washington we had 
decided that we must ask the President for 
over $900,000. The facts were assembled 
and an appointment made with President 
Wilson. I think neither the director nor 


realized fully the importance of our success 
to the industrial and military life of the 
country. A brief formal request to the 
President for the allotment of the desired 
sum was written. The director prepared 
statements showing the calls upon his serv- 
ice by the Army and Navy during the month 
of December, 1917.

We Plan a Hazardous Journey 


E PASSED through the large, low 

mosque which joined the sawia. As 
befits a creed which forbids all luxury, the 
simplicity of the room was striking. Hands 
raised to Heaven, I murmured the “Bismal- 
lah Arahman Arahim” under keen watching 
eyes; but when we passed out into the sun- 
light the impression faded and one's guard 
was up again! 

First, there was a fight with our black 
soldier slaves who had become hopelessly 
unruly. Having been only remarkable for 
their absence when there was any real dan- 
ger, they now devoted their time to eating, 
sleeping and talking of their prowess. We, 
therefore, decided to send them back to 
Jalo by the main caravan route and go on 
ourselves to Jaghabub. As it necessitated 
at least twelve days without water, some 
600 kilometers, it is rarely attempted ex- 
cept by a very large well-equipped caravans, 
who can afford to lose a few camels by the 
way, or by the Senussi family, who can 
send camels laden with water on ahead to 
fill some reservoirs especially placed for 
the purpose. - : 

We had seen the dangers of travelling. 
with a moderately large and inefficient 
retinue, so we now determined to try the 
other extreme. We proposed to take with 
us only Mohammed and Yusuf, a guide and 
perhaps a camel-man. We should have to 
take four camels for water alone and an- 
other two at least for fodder, before we 
could think of luggage and provisions. The 
latter were easy, since it was no use provid- 
ing for more than seventeen days at the

E THEREFORE slipped away with a 
caravan of nine camels.

“Before that it has been serum injec- 
tions, vaccination, and a thousand other 
fads that were guaranteed to cure every- 
thing from falling hair to corns. 

“For countless years we have been 
taught that all ills of humanity could be 
cured by taking a few doses of some vile 
smelling and worse ‘tasting stuff from a 
bottle. We could eat anything we wanted 
or live just as unnatural lives as we cared 
tc live, and a few doses of a liquid or a 
Pill would make us well. 

“The world is slowly awakening to the 
fallacy of all these methods, and the ten- 
dency of the times is more for preventing 
sickness than trying to cure it. 

“With the awakening come the er- 
tremists in natural methods. The osteo- 
path and their cousins the chiropractors 
are examples. They believe that if 
the bones are all in the proper position, 
and the spine is straight you can live just 
about as you want to live, you can eat any- 
thing from cabbage to pork sausage and 
their treatment will quickly remove all the 
bad after effects. 

“We expect to spend a lifetime acquiring 

a bad liver, stomach or kidneys and then 
by some miracle be made perfectly well in 
a few days or hours.

Nature's laws are iron bound. They 
are older than humanity itself, and they 
are *binding on all classes and kinds of 
people. If we eat mince pie or, lobster for 
supper late at night we are quite apt to 
have indigestion and there is nothing in 
Coueism, chiropractic or osteopathy which 
will prevent it. Furthermore the bad ef- 
fects may last for some time in spite of 
pills or bitter doses. 

“Why don't the American people wake 
up and pay more attention to keeping 
well and less attention to drugs, serums 
and nostrums.

The Ruhr and its Network of 
Railway Lines 
OW look at the little river below us. 
In normal times it is filled with 
barges and the caravan of traffic climbs 


up and down the locks which make it navi- 


gable to Witten, about forty miles from 


| where it flows into the Rhine. That is the 


Ruhr. It would be little more than a creek 
in the United States. George Washington, 
who threw a silver dollar across the Rap- 
pahannock, could have thrown a cannon 
ball across the Ruhr and had strength to 
spare. But the Rubr is one of the most 


important waterways of this part of the 


world. By its access to the Rhine it gives 
this region an outlet to the North Sea, and 
by means of canals the barges can reach 
almost any'part of the Western, Central and 
Southern Europe. The Rhine is connected 
by the Rhine-Marne and Rhine-Rhone 
canals with France, and goods from the 
Ruhr Valley can be sent almost to the 
Mediterranean by water. Belgium is 
reached by canal and, through the Rhine- 
Danube Canal, exports can go to the Black 
Sea. Germany has one of the most com- 
plete canal systems of the world and the 
most of it has access to this valley. : 


As to land transportation, small as the 
Ruhr Valley is, it has one-eighth of the Ger- 
man railway system, and its trains carry 
about 70 per cent of the German freight 
traffic. Normally, 24,000 cars a day are re 
quired for the hauling of coal, and the 
goods manufactured go out by the train 
load to all the principal centers of Europe. 

They are mining black diamonds right 
under this tower on which we stand and 
through the thick, smoky air you can see 
the shafts of mines which have been work- 
ing for decades. There is a shaft-house

The Ruhr Valley is peppered with coal 
mines and every mine has its steel works 
or some other kind of industrial plant 
above it. The whole region is an ant hill 
of industry and it is this coal, so accessible 
to the iron nearby, that forms the founda- 
tion of the prosperity of Germany. 

As to the extent of the coal of the 
Ruhr, I have before me some figures 
made by the scientists. The mines have 
been worked for 600 years and so far about 


e “Big Berthas” are now boring tubes for factories en- 
gaged in extracting nitrates from the air. The men working here get three cents 
an hour. The Allied Contrel Commission wants this machine destroyed. 


3,000,000,000 tons of coal have been taken 
out of the ground. It is said that 76,000,- 
000,000 more tons are easily accessible and 
that almost as much more coal can be 
mined before they begin to play out. In- 
deed, some of the German estimates say 
that the Ruhr has enough coal to last for 
2000 years at the present rate of produc- 
tion. Others figure the amount left in the 
ground at 220,000,000,000 tons. 


Nevertheless, the Ruhr has been giving 
Germany more than 60 per cent of Its coal 
and at the same time furnishing millions of 
tons for export to France and the other 
countries about. In 1915 it produced two-

Over a Billion Dollars In-

OREOVER the industries are so many 
that they effect nearly every factory 


Jand home in the Republic. The pig iron 


production in normal times was more than 
5,000,000 tons, and the steel output some- 
thing like 10,000,000 tons. The capital in- 
vested in the district approximates 1,000,- 
000,000 gold dollars, and among the prod- 
vets are iron and steel goods of all kinds, 
machinery, textiles, salt works, and coke 


-|ovens. The operations are on a grand 
‘| scale. There are about 900 stock com- 
panies, and the organigation is such that 


they all work more or less in combination, 
under Germany’s most famous captains of 
industry. In the first place are the Krupps, 
who control Essen and its surroundings. 
Then comes Hugo Stinnes who has the 
Bochum blast furnaces and steel works 
and controls the Deutsche Luxemburg Min- 
ing and Smelting Company, as well as the 
Gelsenkirchen coal mines, and then August 
Thyssen who has the blast furnaces of 
Hamborn. The Phoenix group headed by 
Herr Poensgen, controls the steel works 
near Duisburg and there are other large 
companies of note. This letter relates to 
the Krupp plant which is a fair type of the 
whole. 


I have gone through the rend works 


several times in the past. I visited them 


first twenty years ago when they were 
making steel rails, machinery, cannon, and 
munitions‘for all parts of the world. and 1 


sew them again before the war when every 


branch of the establishment had increased 
many fold. The Krupps bégan their exist- 
ence as steel makers and they made cru- 
cible steel more than a century ago. They 
more or less guns, 
shells, and armor plate, but before the 
World War they were the biggest steel 
makers of Europe, and in 1914 their steel 
— was more than 1,500,000 tons. At 
thai time they were making war machinery 
of ous kinds, but the officials tell me 
that all but 10 per cent of the steel went 


into such things as rails, sections, plates. 


forgings, and castings of one kind and 
another. During the war the works were 
converted into one huge munitions factory, 
turning out thousands of guns and mil- 
lions of shells. They then employed 115 
000 workmen here at Essen alone, and in 
the various factories had, altogether, 180,- 
000 engaged in war work. 


Now the war is over they have gone 
back to the making of steel and the 4As- 
sembling and finishing of many kinds of 
machinery. They have reorganized the 
plant, have standardized the manufacture 


of all articles produced in large quantities, — 


and have made their plans for running the

The Hindenberg Locomotive 
Shop is a Marvel 


URING my stay here I have gone 

through some of the reconverted gun 
shops. Take the famous Hindenburg works 
which ran day and night during the war. 
It is now ane of the largest locomotive 
plants of Europe, and is making locomo- 
tives not only for Germany but for Russia, 
South America, and almost everywhere 
that trains run. Imagine a boiler factory 
covering ten acrés, filled with railroad 
steam engines in every stage of construc- 
tion, and you have some idea of the scene 


that greeted my eyes upon entering. The 


whole is a wilderness of moving belts and 
gigantic implements. The din is so great 
that one cannot hear hig awn voice. A 
thonsand hammers are pounding on as 
many different pieces of iron. Scores of 
workmen are riveting boilers, and huge 
traveling cranes, some carrying locomo- 
tives, move back and forth through the

on this ruthless and terrible practice pre 
sents proofs which should array all consid- 
erate and humane people in opposition. 


_ Children of all ages, from two years up- 


‘ward, who have been placed in foundling 
asylums and orphanages, are the helpless 
victims in whose behalf the plea is made. 
The record in the case is clear. The de

It is said that Americans consume “soft 
drinks” to the enormous amount of half a 
billion dollars a year. Many of these bev- 
#rages' are much less healthful than pure 
claret or beer. Almost all contain too much 
Mizar, and many contain harmful flavoring 
or coloring extracts, 

The best drinks to consume at a soda 
fountain are lemonade (made from lem 
ons,) fresh fruit juice or “near beer.” 


Following is by E. J. Lea, M. S., Director 
of the Bureau of Foods and Drugs, in the 
‘California State Board of Health — 
Bulletin for May 12: 


“At the present time there a rs to be 
far mord violation of the f law in the 
line of soft drinks than in any other class 
of materials under the jurisdiction of the 
Pure Foods Act. It is true, howgver, that 
a certain amount of improvement has been 
made with regard to adulteration and mis- 
labeling of soft drinks, since the food law 
became effective in 1908. Harmful colors, 
harmful flavors and saccharine have been 
practically eliminated, but by far the great- 

‘er proportion of soft drinks, at the present 
time, consist either wholly or largely of 
imitation concoctions, which maaquerate as 
fruit drinks. 

“The labels of these products are usually 
designed in,such a way that the name of a 


_ fruit or the picture of fruit is the most con- 


spicuous part of the label and, frequently, 
they are the only features which catch the 
eye of the consumer. In some cases, by 


arefully scrutinizing the label, further in- 


formation may be found to the effect that 
the article contains many substances which 
are entirely foreign to fruit and the analy- 
sis of the product may disclose that little 
or none of the fruit is present. 

At is not alone the labels which are de- 
ceptive, but extensive advertising, usually 
more deceptive than the labels, is conduct- 
ed by the use of bill boards, placards, cir- 
culars, newspapers, etc. 
beverage was advertised on billboards by 
the use of a picture of a hand squeezihg 
orange juice into a glass. This design, 
~ prominently featuring fruit, was made very 
attractive by appropriate colors, and the 


natural inference from seeing the adver- 


tisement would be that the product called 
‘Orange eonsisted essentially 
of orange juice. The facts in the case are 
that the socalled ‘Ofange————~- 
conkisted of citric acid, sugar, wa- 
ter, orange oll flavoring from the 
peel of the orange, and the entire mixture 
was colored with coal tar dye, in imitation 
of an orange juice product. 

beverage labeled ‘Orange 
* which has also been extensive- 
dy 8 was originally composed of in- 
gredients similar to the above. More re 
cently a small proportion of. orange juice 


has been included, but the amount is so 


small that the finished drink contains less 
than one-half of one per cent of any 
product from the orange. The origi- 
nal labels for the so-called ‘Orange 
contained no informa- 
tion to the effect that the article was 
almost entirely an imitation. The newer 
labels, however, declare in small print the 
various ingredients present, but the adver- 
tising of this article on billboards, placards 
and in newspapers still carries the idea 
that the drink is made from oranges. — 
“Another ~ beverage labeled ‘Orange 
— — “Prepared from Pure Orange 
Juice,“ has recently been analysed by this 
bureau and found to consist entirely of 
sugar, water, citric acid, orange flavor and

LOYAL TO LINCOLN 
HE whole-hearted way in ‘which 
Springfield, III., has in recent years 
_ gecepted the leadership of the Lin- 
| . cult ot the ‘world is a genuine 
satisfaction to those of us who believe that 
there is where it belongs, and also who 
have felt in the past that the town was 
lukewarm toward its responsibility. The 
Springfield of 1923 is taking Lincoln to its 
heart and confidence in much the same way 
that the Springfield of 1837 did. He might 
be poor, uneducated, not familiar with, nor 
impressed by their social veneer; but, al- 
most to a man early Springfield believed in 
and honored Abraham Lincoln. He realized 
it. In 1861 when he left for his inaugura- 
tion, he paid her an unforgettable tribute: 
“To this place and to the kindness of its 
people I owe everything.” 
It is not strange that the bitter dissen- 
Sons of the war as well as the almost 
equally bitter periods before and after 
Should have made Springfield as a whole 
reluctant to admit that Lincoln was its first 
citizen, much ‘less the first American. They 
still were divided by political resentment— 
the slowest thing in the world to heal. 

I recall that twenty-five years ago I met

Lored out of a long steel cylinder the size 
of a hogshead by an augur as big around 
as a flour barrel.

The fric- 
tion is so great that a stream of cold water 
must play on the metal and keep the bores 
cool as it cuts. As I watch the work the 
guide tells me that the Allied Control Com- 
mission is considering the destruction of 
these lathes becausé they were formerly 
used in the making of guns, and I suppose, 
also, because they might be used for the 
making of guns in the future.

Cerman Cheap Labor is a Menace 
to American Labor : 

HE next shop made me think of one of 

our International Harvester plants. It 
is devoted to the making of agricultural 
machinery and going through it was almost 
a Sabbath Day's journey. The buildings 
cover many acres and the work is so stand- 
ardized that the output is great. They are 
making threshing machines, mowers and 
reapers, plows and harrows, and everything 
used on the farm. The various parts of the 
machines are painted by dipping them into 
vats containing the color desired, after 
which they are touched up according to or- 
der. In one great shop they are turning 
rout only knives for yeapers and mowers. 
The knives are piled up in cords and hun- 
dreds of men are finishing them for the 
completed machines. Nowhere did I see 
any idleness or waste of labor and every- 
one seemed to be doing good, honest work. 
Their machinery is as good as any we have 
ic America and I cannot but wonder how 
this low labor cost will affect the price of 
German goods in competition with ours in 
the world markets. Twenty-five cents a 
day will surely beat from $3 to $6 a day 
the products are the same. 


Just now I am told that much of the 
machinery is intended for Russia, where 
the Krupps are said to have been given a 
large tract of land in the southwestern 
part of that country. According to current 
reports the tract is about 200,000 acres, and 
they will have the right to work it for 
thirty-six years, after which it is to go back 
to the government. During this time the 
only half of the workers may be foreigners. 
All of the machinery is to be imported free 
of duty on dthe soviet government has the 
refusal of a certain amount of the agricul- 
tural products on the basis of Rotterdam 
prices. It is intended to use steam plows, 
steam arrows, steam harvesters and 
steam threshing machines for working the 
crops, and at the same time to establish 
experimental stations which will teach the 
peasants modern farming and create a de- 
mand for the machinery made here in the 
Ruhr. The soi] is said to be of the best 
in South Russia and, with German over- 
seers and a large proportion of German 
workmen, the new farms should form a 
great object lesson to th® new peasant 
farm owners in the land of the Bolshevists 


The Transition From War to Peace 
Has Been Rapid ; 


FTER going through the works I 

talked with Herr Homann, one of the 
Krupp officials, about the matter of chang- 
ing the plant from a war to a peace basis. 
He says that it was costly to an extreme 
and that the Allied Control Commission de- 
stroyed about $5,000,000 worth of machin- 
ery, including 1000 machine tools and 27. 
000 tons of other equipment. 


Before the war the steel turned out by 
the Krupps was largely in forgings and 
castings, for shipbuilding, machinery and 
railways. It was made heré and completed 
in other places. It was raw material rather 
than a finished product. After the invasion 
of Belgium the employees* were more than 
doubled in number, and in addition there 
were about 30,000 women. New shops were 
created and extensions were made, and 
everything was devoted to the making of 
guns and munitions. The result was that 
when the war closed many skilled work- 
men and engineers were out of jobs and 
they could not be employed on the produc- 
tion of steel in the mass. To give them 
work the Krupps took up the manufacture 
of precision instruments, cash registers,

out most of the submarine fleet. This 
plant is now engaged in building ship units 
of all sizes and kinds for the mercantile 
service.

There were used for the manufacture of 
small guns during the war but they are 
now employed in making all sorts 
threshing and grinding machinery. These 
plants can build all the equipment needed 
by factories for the making of linoleum, 
celluloid, rubber and cement, as well as 
mills that treat sugar cane, coffee and the 
various fibers.

At Critical Moments 


HERE were many people, not all of 
them Americans, who could not believe 
that such a cruel act as the sinking of the 
Lusitania could be committed by the authori- 
ty of a government calling itself civilized. It 
is, however, no secret now that this heart- 
less deed was deliberately planned long in 
advance. German officials knew their own 
plans, and some of them took the unusual 
course of attempting by advertising to warn 
passengers away from the fatal ship. 3 
The disaster was under discussion one 
evening in a Cabinet meeting held in the 
upstairs study at the White House. Some 
doubt was expressed, by whom I do not 


have been an act of criminal haste on the 
part of some zealous submarine commander. 
I was deeply stirred, as many of course 
were, by such cold-blooded sacrifice of in- 
nocent lives, unjustified by any laws of war 
or combatant rights. Therefore I insisted 
that the act was deliberate, and asked the 
President if he did know it to be so. He 


because of my oon excitement, that we 
must not let our feelings control us in so 
serious a case. That did not satisfy me at 
the time, for my feelings were greatly 
aroused by what I thought wanton murders. 

Seven years have passed, and my abhor- 
rence of the deed remains unaltered, but I 
can appreciate better now how the problem 


from any uncertainties in the case, he knew 
that it would be wrong to have the na- 
tion’s course controlled. by quick anger or a 
hasty spirit of revenge, although he shared 
fullyin the general horror. I cannot say 
that at that hour he foresaw our future 
part in the war, but I am sure he rightly 
felt that if we ever entered that or any 
other war it should not be in hot passion, 
but rather as a necessary and purposeful 
choice for righteousness sake, to destroy 
an evil and not to commit one even in spir- 
it. Nevertheless I always have rejoiced in 
the fact that one of the vessels of my own 
department assisted actively in disabling 
the German submarine U-39, which sank 
the Lusitania. — 

President Wilson was not intolerant of 
conflicting opinion among his advisers. Mr. 
Page wrote him what he himself called 
“a pretty harsh letter,” using blunt phrases. 
The President rightly expected loyalty, but 
never, to my knowledge, disapproved inde- 
pendent thinking. He knew, for example, 
that on the subject of the Philippines my 
views were not his own nor those of most 
of my Cabinet colleagues. There could be 
no concealment about it, for after my re- 
turn from the Orient in the spring of 1911 
I had not hesitated to oppose the legislation 
which my party favored or to make address 
publicly criticising it.

FTER the campaign of 1912 I sought an 
interview with Governor (then Presi- 
dent-elect) Wilson, and saw him in his office 
at Trenton. } told him what my views con- 
cerning the Philippines were and why J 
held them, and that my opinions coincided 
with those of (then) President Taft. In- 
deed, I had conferred while in Congress 
with Mr. Taft, and found our outlook the 
same on that subject. I do not recall that 
at our interview Mr. Wilson expressed his

HEN we read some of the admirable 
letters of our devoted Ambassador to 
Great Britain, the late Mr. Page, with that 
sympathy which an understanding ef his en- 
vironment must bring, it is hard to compre- 
hend that there was another side even of 
those matters which he so ably urged. But 
there was another phase which it was diffi- 
cult for Mr. Page to see in just the light * 
which it appeared in Washington. 
The Allied nations were struggling for 
their lives, but our own general opinion 
had not everywhere clearly reached, the con- 
viction at that time that our own Nite. also 
was at stake.

President’ Wilson Felt That His Was. 
The Greatest Responsibility — 


T HE PRESIDENT felt that the war legis- 
lation as passed by Congress was of 
such a nature that it threw on him the duty 
of conducting the conflict by special organi- 
zations responsible to him rather than by 
enlarging the several regular departments 
—except of course the military and finan- 
cial ones. The consequence was the crea- 
tion of controlling war bodies with éxecu- 
tive powers, and in a measure the neces- 
sary temporary subordination to those of 
some of the ordinary branches ofthe Execu- 
tive. There is no doubt that these bodies 
functioned with ability and enthusiasm, and 
in the end with success, but there is also 
no doubt in my mind that the principle was 
wrong and the precedent unfortunate. 


One result of these separate war services 
was that much of the time some members 
of the Cabinet had little idea of what was 
going on unless they happened to come in- 
to touch or conflict with the activities of 
some one of the separate bodies. This was 
hardly a cause for personal complaint, for 
in those intense days there was more than 
enough for every one to do, and those who 
regarded speech as silver and silence as 
golden in those times could not easily err 
by indisereet speaking about that which 
‘they did not know. More than one recent 
publication has made it clear that there 
was need at that time of the most careful 
reserve. Mr. Bryan spoke frankly in the 
Cabinet of leaks in the Department of State 
which he was unable to control, and there 
were other cases of the kind. 


There is little doubt that as the war went 
on President Wilson drew more and more 
into himself. He felt that confidences on 
matters of grave importance were not al- 
ways understood to be such or were in one 
or another way revealed, to the harm of 
the cause in which the nation was engaged. 
He learned by experience that it was safe 
to keep his own counsel closely. Such a 
course, however necessary, was certain ta 
be misunderstood by some. Whether it was 
wise or unwise can be best determined by 
those who under similar circumstances 
have borne equal responsibilities, if there 
are any. 


In Case of a Fetre War aan 
Should be More 


N SEVERAL occasions it was my duty 
to intervent on an appeal from an in- 
dustry to save it from unpleasant conse- 
quences threatened by the action of some 
independent service, Fuel was secured for 
one; wire for another; relief from oppres- 
sive burdens for a third. It was of course 
vital to win the war, but there were also 
times when it almost seemed equally im- 
portant to have something left when it was 
over. Nor was it, in my judgment, impracti- 
cable to accomplish the same result as well 
at less cost and with less friction by devel- 
oping the existing organizations rather than 
by creating new ones. The spirit of the 
special war services was admirable and un- 
selfish, their patriotic zeal was beyond all 
praise (at times beyond wisdom,) their per- 
sonnel able and devoted, and in no small 
part practically unpaid. Their chiefs, being 
solely responsible to the President, placed 
on him a burden greater than any man 
should bear. I venture to believe that it 
would be well to provide that, in cases of 
future war, the regular departments—any 
or all of them—should be so expanded as to 
be inclusive of necessary additional special 
services, which should be accountable to 
the President through the constitetnd: de- 
partment heads.

dren. This woman's husband was a free 
man and already in the State. He and Jane 
believed that by her coming she and her 
children were made free, and when her 
owner attempted, after two years, to take 
her back to Kentucky there was wild grief 
and appeals for protection to their church 
and their acquaintances. The church 
promptly refused to interfere, but a couple 
of prominent citizens tock up Jane’s case, 
and one of them, a tavern keeper, sheltered 
her and her family when they ran’ away. 
Coles county was mightily stirred by the 
situation. Probably half of it took the part 
of Jane's master and argued that he should 
be allowed to do what he would with her 
but the other half swore that she should 
never be taken from Illinois. Not only 
threats of violence, but preparations for it 
were made by both sides. There was much 
Pulling and hauling in the courts, and 
Jane was kept for a long period in jail for 
safety. Finally the case came before the 
circuit court at Charleston, and this time 
U. F. Linder, Masten's lawyer and a 
of Lincoln's, invited him in. 
We have practically no documents to 
show what was done, no records of speech- 
es, but there were many which tradition 
a@eciares to have been of unusual brilliance 


jas well as violence. The history of the 


case, however, was written some twenty- 
five years ago for the Coles County Bar As- 
sociation by one of its members, D. T. Mcin- 
tyre. From “all sources existing at the 
time,” Mr. McIntyre produced a vivid and 
dramatic paper which, so far as I know, 
has mever been pulilished. Through the 
courtesy of Judge F. K. Dunn cf the Su- 
‘preme Court of- Illinois, I was able last fall 
to e n copy of this document. 

Mr. Mcintyre is severe with Mr. Lincoln 
for his part in the case. His argument was 
poor, he claims, and he gave the case away 
by admitting that if Maston (Jane's master) 
brought his slaves to this State to work on 
his farm, that they were entitled to their 
freedom. The court thought so, too, and 
Jane was released. Her owner, sensing the 
severity of public opinion, promptly left 
Illinois and never returtiéd. 

Mr. Welk, in his recent book, “The Real 
Lincoln.“ seems to think strange that 
Mr. Lincoin did not at this, or at later pe 
riods, interest himself in defending runaway 
slaves. He could scarcely have gone out of

My attention was first called 
to this a few months ago by Mr. Henry 
E. Pond, the State's attorney of Menard 
county. id 

Mr. Pond’s grandfather, Samuel Sweezy 
Pond, was a Yankee, residing only ten 
miles northwest of New Salem. He was 80 
staunch an anti-slavery man that he was 
called “Aboljtion” Pond, and proved his 
right to the title by operating a section of 
the Illinois Underground Railroad: Mr. 
Pond’s practice was to pick up the run- 
aways at Farmingdale in Sangamon county, 
cover them with tarpaulins and haul them 
to his home, from whéhce they were car- 
ried on to the next station which was to 
the north in Mason ccunty. 

Mr. Henry Pond tells me that the com- 
munity was so prosiavery in those days 
that the life of his grandfather was fre 
quently threatened. In 1845 they thought 
they had caught one of the family at least, 
his brother, Marvin.

Was Powerful Advocate of 
Freedom and Temperance 


O. CONVINCED’ as Lincoln was at this 
time that laws concerning slavery must 
be observed—is the very interest ot its final 
extinction—he was not pussy-footing, pub- 
licly or privately. I have already quoted 
what he said in his temperance address in 
1842 on slavery. That very day, Washing- 
ten’s birthday, he repeated the idea in a 
letter written to his young friend, George 
E. Pickett—the Pickett of the famous 
charge at Gettysburg. I heard the story 
a number of years ago from Mrs. General 
Pickett, who for years lived in Washington, 
an employee of the government. Her hus- 
band, who lived in Miinois in his youth, was 


appointed to a cadetship in West Point 


by Lincoln's partner, Major Stuart, who was 
at that time in Congress. Mr. Stuart made 
this appointment at Lincoln’s request, and.

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WINDOWS AND THEIR HANGINGS | 


O ONE would quarrel with the state- 
ment that windows are for the pur- 
pose of admitting light and air into 
a room. But that windows enter far 
more extensively into the planning of a 
house than the foregoing statement would 

_ seem to imply is also easily to be under- 
stood. We must‘consider them as decora- 
tive units from the outside of the house 
and from the inside of the various rooms. 
These two wpoints must be closely re- 
lated, while at the same time recognizing 
that they are different problems. Then. 
too, windows must be considered from the 
purely decorative standpoint—the utili- 
tarian side entirely forgotten. This is im- 
mediately apparent when we remember 
that in modern times we do not go to bed 
with the chickens and get up with the 
worm. Windows, therefore, for much of 
the time that we spend in our homes are 
as much a part of the purely decorative of 
its finish as is the cornice, dado, ete. 
addition to these various phases of window 
treatment we have to consider window 
draperies and shades. | 

From all of these aspects we discover 
that in planning and in finishing much con- 
sideration mußt be given to position, actual 
and relative size, character, fyrnishing ac- 
_cessories. We shall try to cover all the 
points mentioned. 

A few years ago all architects and build- 
wes of homes seemed to be obsessed with 
che thought that windows were a device for 
allowing the passage of light. This was 
the alpha and omega of window construc- 


tion. This idea was carried to such an ex- 


tent that windows took on amazing propor- 
tions. Practically whole sides of rooms 
were occupied with windows that were al- 
together out of proportion with the walls. 
And this was not their only fault. The bad 
effect of being out of proportion was as 
nothing in comparison with the resulting 
light effects. There was a great glare of 
light from which one instinctively shrunk. 
These statements have all been written in 
the past tense, yet such windows are still 
with us. Not only are they present as left- 
overs but, as exemplified in several houses 
seen recently, they are still being put into 
new houses. 

Windows should not exceed the bounds 
of: utilitarianism, beyond this they auto- 
matically become inartistic. Any light, to 
be agreeable to the human eye. must not 
be exaggerated. Just as there should be no 
uncovered electric light bulb in the house 
so should there be no window admitting in- 
tolerable light. Some rooms are so large 
t nothing but quite large windows can 
be placed in it. In such cases softening 
effects may be obtained by the use of small 
panes. If they are leaded the effect is that 
much more pleasing.

N THE placing of windows there are 

some things that we must observe. For 
instance, to look well, windows must be 
placed farther from the floor than from 
the ceiling. In general well-placed win- 
dows are about one-third of their height, 
from the floor and about one-fourth of this 
same distance from the ceiling. These 
distances may vary @ccording to the char- 
acter of the house, 

‘Also windows are very much prettier 
when grouped than when placed at un- 
varying distances from each other. In ar- 
ranging the groups of windows of the vari- 
ous rooms we must not forget ensemble ef- 
fect from without. Where there is a con- 
flict between the inside and outside effect 
it is sometimes necessary to construct 
‘blind’ windows that there may not be too 


broken. ‘ 

From an entirely different viewpoint we 
must consider the placing of windows with 
a thought of the furniture to be used in

Materia ter Shades Shuald 
be Chosen Carefully 


ANY attractive shades are made of the 
same material that is used elsewhere 
in the room, such as cretonne and chints.

Materials used for this pur- 
pose must be chosen with much considera- 
tion in relation to their colors. Before 
choosing your colors put them to an actual 
sunlight test. Yellow, lavender and old 
rose usually give the best light effects. 
Observing the disastrous effects on the’ 
skin of the green glass light shades that 
are used so extensively on automobiles 
will show you the inadvisability of choos 
ing green for your windows, however bean- 
tiful their color may be for wall and furni- 
ture decoration. |

they may be hung at the top whaege the 
arch line joins the vertical one; they may, 
if one hag no wish to preserve the curved 
lines of the top of the arch, be hung above 
this.
